The  foreword 

Dutch  Treaters  and  Distinguished  Dinner  Guests: 

Well,  the  Land  of  Moses  opened  on  Flushing  Meadow, 
L.L,  last  week  -  the  greatest  thing,  they've  claimed,  since 
the  invention  of  the  wired  brassiere.  The  World  of 
Tomorrow  and  that  stuff.  And  here  is  the  Dutch  Treat 
Club,  which  works  about  the  same  as  it  did  when  it 
was  founded  in  1905.  Of  course,  the  Club  has  under- 
gone many  changes  in  59  years,  but  they  are  all  external 
-mostly  changes  in  places  in  which  to  have  lunch  and 
prices  for  same.  Essentially  it  is  unchanged,  being  a 
foregathering  of  men  active  in  the  creative  arts  who 
enjoy  each  other's  company.  There  are  no  solemn  rites 
and  the  only  rules  are  the  simple  ones  of  good  man- 
ners, which  allow  considerable  leeway. 

The  annual  dinners  have  changed,  of  course,  with 
the  ticking  of  time.  There  weren't  any  in  the  beginning. 
The  shows  at  Delmonico's,  for  several  of  which  James 
Montgomery  Flagg  wrote  most  of  the  sketches  and 
lyrics,  were  quite  elaborately  costumed.  In  them  our 
oldest  living  member -not  in  age  but  in  length  of  de- 
voted association -played  either  a  society  fop  or  a  girl. 
He  is  Arthur  William  Brown,  who  became  a  Dutch

Treater  in  1907.  (We  do  have  a  1905  member,  Joseph 
Cummings  Chase,  but  Joe  now  lives  in  Milwaukee  and 
doesn't  come  around  much.)  The  shows  in  the  Wal- 
dorf's big  ballroom,  with  elaborate  scenery  and  light- 
ing, reached  a  peak  of  professionalism,  with  sketches 
by  such  as  Marc  Connelly  and  George  S.  Kaufman 
and  songs  by  such  as  Robert  Armbruster  and  Ogden 
Nash.  (Remember  "Four  Prominent  Bastards"?) 

Rules  and  demands  of  backstage  unions  forced  aban- 
donment of  our  big  do-it-yourself  shows,  for  the  Dutch 
Treat  never  did  have  any  money  and  doesn't  seem  to 
want  any-except  for  the  George  Barry  Mallon  Fund, 
which  is  maintained  by  voluntary  contributions  and 
whose  beneficences  are  quietly  bestowed.  Our  dinners 
have  lately  been  streamlined,  like  this  one,  but  appar- 
ently without  any  diminution  of  warm  conviviality. 
So,  Dutch Treaters  and  guests,  be  warm  and  convivial 
tonight.  But  not  too  damn.

The  Qlub:  What  it's  About 

There  seems  no  doubt  that  the  small  but  select  group  of 
writers  and  artists  who  gave  the  Dutch  Treat  Club  its 
impetus  in  1905 -in  what  Wallace  Irwin  described  as  "a 
little  dump  in  University  Place,  ofTUnion  Square"  -  was 
hellbent  on  two  things:  1,  a  choosy  fellowship  based 
on  activity  in  the  creative  arts  or  professions,  2,  an  in- 
formality featuring  provocative  discussion  and  com- 
plete detachment  from  conventional  club  trappings. 
In  fact,  the  moving  spirit  of  that  historic  group  argued 
that  the  nearer  such  a  club  reflected  a  state  of  anarchy, 
the  greater  its  chances  for  survival! 

Inexorably,  the  march  of  time,  events  and  affluence 
modified  such  radical  views  as  those  uttered  by  George 
Barry  Mallon,  the  redoubtable  city  editor  of  The  Sun 
who  wound  up  in  the.banking  business.  Mallon  had 
illustrious  company  in  such  rugged  individualists  as 
Rupert  Hughes,  Ellis  Parker  Butler,  Tom  Masson  and 
James  Montgomery  Flagg-the  latter  two  serving  as 
DTC  prexies  No.  1  and  2.  But  he  was  its  original  spark- 
plug, gave  the  club  its  name,  was  president  at  the  time 
he  died,  in  1928,  and  has  his  memory  preserved  by 
the  club's  benevolent  Mallon  Fund. 

Over  the  years  the  DTC  has  grown  from  an  original 
core  of  1 1  iconoclasts-4  writers,  4  artists,  2  editors  and 
"1  publisher  of  the  kind  a  decent  party  could  associate 
with"-to  a  current  membership  of  nearly  450.  At  last 
count  this  included  335  resident  members,  65  non- 
resident, 41  life  and  1  honorary  member -our  "mother 
superior,"  Betty  Knop  McGannon. 
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Besides  representing  the  creative  arts  and  crafts,  in 
depth,  and  all  communications  media,  written,  oral 
and  visual,  the  Dutch  Treat's  roster  has  the  unique 
distinction  of  including  three  dues-paying  authors  who 
happened  to  be  Presidents  of  the  United  States.  Herbert 
Hoover  has  been  a  member  since  1939,  frequently  given 
us  the  benefit  of  his  wisdom,  and  is  proud  of  being 
among  the  club's  gold  medalists.  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower, 
who  drew  a  record  turnout  of  300  when  he  spoke  on 
Oct.  29,  and  Harry  S.Truman  are  freshman  members. 

The  DTC  is  unique  for  other  reasons.  It  has  no  by- 
laws, constitution  or  clubhouse.  Its  officers  and  a  board 
of  governors  are  chosen  annually  by  steamroller  meth- 
ods and  exercise  traditionally  autocratic  powers.  The 
president  and  his  chief  collaborator,  euphemistically 
called  "chairman  of  the  board,"  share  the  credit  (or 
blame)  for  our  weekly  luncheon  programs,  aided  and 
abetted  by  their  talent  scouts. 

"The  Dutch  Treat  is  a  rare  thing  among  groups  of 
men  -  a  living  entity  which  is  constantly  renewing  itself. 
...Sometimes  we  are  thought  of  as  a  hard-headed,  hard- 
boiled  bunch-but  this  is  an  exaggeration. ...Friendship 
is  an  important  ingredient  of  our  makeup... not  mere 
dear-old-pal  sentimentality;  it  is  a  friendship  based  on 
intellectual  respect  and  curiosity.  This  is  what  brings 
us  together  every  Tuesday. ..and  we  like  to  think  we 
have  considerable  to  do  with  keeping  our  country's 
head  screwed  on." 

These  words  were  written  in  1956,  in  an  atmosphere 
of  tribute  to  the  late  Ray  Vir  Den,  who  died  in  1955,  by 
his  successor  in  the  presidential  role,  John  Chapman. 
None,  it  seems  to  me,  could  better  express  the  enduring 
spirit  of  the  Dutch  Treat  Club -now  approaching  its 
60th  birthday  and  the  vigorous  maturity  of  what  the 
late  George  Apley  might  have  called  Upper,  Upper 
Middle  Age.

The  Secretary's  Report 

The  pleasant  fiction  that  there  should  be  a  Secretary's 
Report  in  the  Yearbook  is  usually  honored  with  a  pleas- 
ant fiction.  Some  of  it  can  be  factual.  It  could  be 
reported,  for  example,  that  this  year,  as  in  the  past 
fifty-nine,  the  membership  is  filled,  there  is  a  straining 
waiting  list,  the  Establishment  is  firmly  in  control.  New 
blood  has  been  siphoned  in,  as  the  membership  list  will 
reveal,  from  the  intravenous-feeding  bottles  brought 
forth  at  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  Unhap- 
pily, some  of  the  old  blood  has  ceased  to  run,  as  the 
Memorial  page  records. 

One  name  requires  special  mention.  On  February  iS, 
1964,  we  lost  our  President-emeritus,  Clarence  Buding- 
ton  Kelland.  I  think  this  brief  essay  might  well  be  given 
over  as  a  sort  of  tribute  to  Bud.  He  would  be  furious  at 
anything  formal.  But  because  he  was  a  sentimentalist 
at  heart  he  would  have  loved  it,  too,  even  though  it 
embarrassed  him. 

Bud  succeeded  George  Barry  Mallon  as  president  in 
1928.  George,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Club  in  1905, 
was  a  master  of  the  barbed  (and  friendly)  insult  to 
speakers,  and  Bud  inherited,  perhaps  perfected,  the  gift. 
But  they  were  in  the  main  good-humored  jibes,  pointed 

Secretary  Beach  eschews  dessert  as  Charlie,  maitre  d"  of 
The  Players,  surveys  caloric  carnage  wrought  by  Board,  left. 
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and  deserved,  if  salty  and  astringent.  The  delivery  was 
hesitant,  gentle,  half-embarrassed.  The  inevitable  bow 
tie  quivered  over  the  Adam's  apple  with  the  forward 
thrust  of  the  head's  baldness.  "Gentlemen,"  Bud  said 
gently,  and  the  whole  room  was  expectant. 

He  was  not  a  man  without  prejudice,  and  that  is  an 
understatement.  Bud  hated  well,  and  he  hated  Franklin 
Roosevelt's  New  Deal.  In  the  late  thirties  he  left  New 
York  for  Arizona  and  deep  Republicanism  to  become 
a  date  grower.  Then  his  stewardship  of  the  Club  began 
to  lapse,  and  it  seemed  that  he  must  appoint  a  succes- 
sor, in  the  way  that  abdicating  kings  give  up  the  orb 
and  the  sceptre.  Bud  chose  Ray  Vir  Den,  and  Ray  be- 
came president  on  April  6, 1941.  Bud  was  present  at 
the  luncheon  election,  and  no  one  who  faced  the  dais 
that  day  will  forget  the  emotion  in  his  farewell.  He  was 
a  caustic  man,  little  given  to  accolades.  But  those  who 
knew  him  knew  also  that  this  was  veneer  to  cover  a 
love  for  the  DutchTreat  Club  and  its  members  which 
was  a  thing  overriding  in  his  life.  Ray  Vir  Den,  whom 
Kelland  dearly  loved,  never  forgot  his  instruction: 
"Don't  make  your  introductions  too  long.  Remember, 
you're  just  the  punk  who  sets  off  the  fireworks." 

We  saw  Bud  rarely  after  that.  He  was  out  in  Phoenix, 
serving  as  Arizona's  National  Committeeman,  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Republican  National  Committee,  and 
always  an  angry  Republican.  Occasionally  he  drifted 
back  to  New  York,  and  two  years  ago  he  attended  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Governors  at  The  Players.  But 
the  affairs  of  the  Club  were  far  from  him  now.  It  had 
been  a  long  time  since  the  days  when  he  stood  at  the 
head  table  each  Tuesday  and  darted  his  own  form  of 
wit  over  the  tables.  What  a  time  it  was-a  bright,  vibrant 
part  of  a  great  tradition!
